CHAPTER XV 

Import-Export Pass Book Scheme for Registered Mnnuf leturer-Exporters 


Objectives : 

228(1) A new scheme, known as the Import-Export Pass Book Scheme, is being introduced for manufacturer- 
exporters to provide duty-free access to imported inputs for export production. This scheme is designed to 
simplify systems for export production by eliminating procedural delays. This scheme which is broader in its 
coverage than the Advance Licensing Scheme, will help the regular registered raannfacturer-exporters to obtain 
their requirement of imported raw materials etc. duty free to suit their production/cxporl lime sclrcdulc. The 
need to apply repeatedly for Advance/lmprcst and REP licences will be eliminated witli the issue of thi.s pass book, 
which will incorporate a duty free import licence. A specimen of the Pass Book is given in Appendix XV-A of 
the Hand Book. 

Eligibility : 

229. This scheme will be applicable only to registered manufacturer-exporter.s who have be::: in production 
and regularly exporting for a minimum period of 3 years and who are otherwise eligible for issue of import licences. 
Import-Export Pass Book issued under this Scheme incorporates a licence under the Imports and Exports (Control'; 
Act, 1 947 and the Orders issued thereunder. The validity of such a Pass Book for the .purpose of import shall be 
18 months and for the purpose of exports, tvventy seven months from the date of issue. 

230(1). A separate pass book for each serial number or sub-scrial number of export product as given in Appen¬ 
dix 25 will bo issued to the applicant. This pass book will indicate the value and items of raw materials, components 
consumables, intermediates and packing materials allowed for import as per the declaration of the exporter. Import 
of only those goods which are actually required in the manufacture of export product and specified in the Import 
Export Pass Book shall be allowed as per import eligibility given in Column 4 of ftppendix-?':. Items falling undci 
Appendix-2 Part A of the Import-Export Policy, however shall be not allowed. Motwithstanding the pcrmisi.iou 
that might have been granted to the holder of a pass book regarding the import of any goods in the event of its in¬ 
clusion in Appendix-2 Part A, such permission shall cease to operate and its further import from the date of such 
change of policy shall automatically stand disallowed. 

(2) The import eligibility will be worked out by taking the annual average export ; of the export product con¬ 
cerned during the preceding 3 years plus 25%thereof or the best years’ exports of that product in any of the preceding 
three years plus 10 % thereof, whichexcr is more. On this base, applying the irnpott eligibility percentage given in 
Column 4 of Appendix-25, the annual import eligibility will be worked out. Maximum entitlement which may be 
allowed for import shall be 1-1 /2 times of this annual entitlement. 

(3) Import of spares and accessories will not be allowed under this Scheme. Consumables will be permitted 
for import upto a maximum of 10 % of the overall value of the licence. Import of goods shall not exceed the value 
limit indicated against each item in the licence except that a flexibility of +1 0% over the face value limit of each 
item shall be permissible within the overall licence valu.e. However, this flexibility will not be available for consum¬ 
ables and items appearing in Annexure I to Appendix-25 of the policy. 

(4) For items appearing in Annexure I to Appendix-25, a certificate certifying the actual requirement of the 
items in export product from a Chartered Engineer shall be produced alongwith the application. 

Submission of npplicntion : 

231 (1) An eligible registered manufacturer exporter would be required to apply in the form given in Appendix- 
XV-B of the Hand Book to the concerned licensing office which is headed by an officer not below the rank of Dy. 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports within whose jurisdiction, the regi .tcred/head office of the company/firm 
i^ located. In case the office of the eligible applicant falls within the jurisdiction of a licensing office which is headed 
by an officer below the rank of Dy. Chief Controller of Imports & Exporls, the application shall be directly made 
to the concerned Zonal It. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, but an additional copy of application will be 
sent to Assistant Chief Controller of Imports & E.xports in vrhosc jurisdiction the manufacturer-exporter falls. The 
application fee will be payable as per Schedule III of the ITC Order 1 955, as amended.

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(?,) The Pass Book holder will have to give an undertaking alongwith the application that the goods imported 
under this Scheme will be utilised for consumption either in his own factory(ies) or in the factoryfies) of the declared 
intei'mediatc manufacturer of the export product for which the licence is issued and no portion thereof will be sold 
or permitted to be used or otherwise disposed of'to any other person. He will also have to give a declaration to the 
ctlcct that the goods sought for import with values mentioned against each are actually required for the manufacture 
of the export product. 

(3) The Pass Book shall be in two parts—Part I will be for import and Part II for exports. Customs purposes 
copy of the licence will be incorporated jn Part I of the Book. The entries in the Pass Book issued to the manu¬ 
facturer-exporter will be made by (i) authorised dealers in foreign exchange relating to foreign exchange transactions 
(ii) by the Customs authorities regarding the actual imports/exports effected, and (iii) by the licensing authorities 
headed by Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & Exports/Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 

(4) A manufacturer-exporter who wished to make available the exempt materials to an intermediate manufac¬ 
turer for processing should give the names and addresses of such inter mediate manufacturer;, for incorporating in 
the Pass Book. The specific process for which this transfer to such a manufacturer is proposed shall also be indicated 
and tin; Pass Book will be suitably endorsed. The exempt materials shall not be transferred to any other person or 
otherwise disposed of without the prior written permission of the CCI & E. 

Port of Reglstmtlon : 

232. The Import-Export Pass Book Licence under this scheme will be issued with a Port of Registration. 
Import of goods covered the reby will be allowed only through this port. Exports can, however, be made through 
a port other than the port of registration. In ease of exports through a port other than the port of registration, the 
Customs authority at the port of registration will be kept infor med of the exports by the Customs authority at the 
port of exports. The Port of Registration for import will be any of the sea ports of Kandla, Bombay, Cochin, Madras, 
Vishakhapatnam and Calcutta or any of the airports of Bombay. Calcutta, Delhi, Madras and Bangalore or either 
of the internal container depots at Delhi and Bangalore. The exports of the end products shall be only through any 
of the said sea ports. Airports or inland container depots. 

Imports : 

233(1) This licence is not transferable and issued without prejudice to the operation of any other laws to which 
the Pass Book licence holder may be subject to, All goods imported under this licence will be subject to Actual 
User condition. 

(2) Every pass book licence holder will maintain a true and proper account of consumption and utilisation of 
imported goods in the proforma given in Appendix-V-C of the Hand Book for the relevant financial year. Failure 
to comply with this requirement will entail penal action under the imports control regulations and Customs Laws 
besides the stoppage of the facility to the pass book licence holder against current pass-book licence and other 
licences and denial of further pass book licence and other licences, 

(3) Where the Pass-Book licence holder is eligible to import canalised goods duty free, it will be open to him 
either to import these goods directly or obtain supplies of imported goods from the bonded stocks of the canalising 
agencies concerned. For the purpose, the licensing authority will issue a Pass Book Release Order on the written 
request of the pass book licence holder, A suitable endorsement on the pass book licence will be made by the li¬ 
censing authority concerned. 

Exports : 

234. (1) The shipping bill relating to exports covered by an Import-Export Pass Book licence under the Scheme 
shall bear such declarations and the exporters shall follow such procedures as may be laid down by the Customs 
authorities concerned. 

(23 The supply of the finished goods manufactured by Import-Export Pass Book licence holder to a unit located 
in a Free Trade Zone in India or to a 100 % EOU which required these as intermediate products for their own use in 
manufacture of their finished goods for exports out of the country will be treated as “deemed” exports. 
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Export obligation ; 

235. Each licence incorporated in the pass book shall be subject to an export obligation which will be the ba .e 
value worked out as per Para 230(2) of the policy. Shipping bills in fulhlment of the export obligation will bear the 
pass book number against which such exports are made. .Exports made in fulfilment of the export obligation men¬ 
tioned in the Pass Book will not be eligible for REP licences as per Appendix 17. However, exports made in excess 
of the prescribed export obligation will be eligible for normal import replenishment as per Appendix 17 of this policy. 
For this purpose, the licensing authority concerned, while redeeming the bond/legal agreement, will simultaneously 
Issue Excess Entitlement to the manufacturer exporter. Such Excess Entlitement Certificate will be valid for 
a period of three months from the date of its issue and Pass Book holder may prefer application for replenishment 
licences on the basis of the Excess Entitlement Certificate. Excess exports, if any, effected against a Pass Book 
cannot be adjusted against another Pass Book as accounting of each Pass Book has to be done separately. The hol¬ 
der of the pass book shall also not be entitled for issue of Advance Licences/Imprest Licences/Special Imprest 
Licences for that export product for which a pass book is issued. For export products not covered by Appendix 25, 
the normal provisions of the Import Policy will apply. 

236. A second pass book for the same end product can be issued only if the pass book holder completes 75 % 
of the Export Obligation due on his previous pass book. This is being provided in order to facilitate the manufacturer, 
exporters to maintain continuity of imported raw materials, components and consumbales and will be subject to 
the fulfilment of export obligation as given in Para 235 of the Policy. 

237(1). A period of 1 2 months shall be allowed to complete manufacture and exports. This period of Export 
obligation shall commence at the end of the quarter in which imports are made. The period for fulfilment of obli¬ 
gation to export in proportion to imports made in a quarter shall expire at the end of the fifth quarter. In other 
words, obligation to export against the imports made in the quarter, say, April-June shall have to be completed 
before the end of the quarter ending June of the following year. 

(2) The monitering of the export obligation shall be done on a six monthly basis or earlier by the concerned 
licensing autnority, who will review the position of import and export as well as the fulfilment of export obliga¬ 
tion due as per sub-para (1) above. 

238. The Import-Export Pass Book Licence shall be finally closed after full and final accounts of all Imports- 
Exports have been presented and accepted by the Licensing Authority concerned. At the end of eighteen months 
the Import-Export Pass Book shall cease to be valid for any further Imports. Exports against that Import-Export 
PassBook Licence can, however, be made till the expiry of the period for fulfilment of export obligation. The holdet 
of the Import-Export PassBook Licence shall present within a period of twelve months from the date of last 
import or one month from the date of last export or twenty seven months from the date of issue of the said lice¬ 
nce, whichever is the earliest, all the relevant documents alongwith the Import-Export Pass Book Licences to the 
Licensing Authority concerned.

Authority concerned at the time of periodical reviews and for non-fulfilment of Export Obligation due. 

239, Normally, no further extension of export obligation period will be granted beyond the period 27 months 
for fulfilment of export obligation. However, in exceptional cases for extenuating circumstances, the Export 
Commissioner in the Office of CCI & E, New Delhi may consider requests for grant of extension in exprot obliga¬ 
tion period on merits of each such case.

GSR.(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs

from the whole of the additional duty leviable thereon under section 3 of the said Customs Tariff Act, subject to the 
following conditions, namely;— 

(a) that the importer has been issued necessary Import-Export Pass Book (incorporating Import Licence! 
under the said Scheme or both the said Pass Book and Release Order, for the import or, as the 
case may bo, released of the goods required for the aforesaid purpose; 

(b) that the said imported goods arc specified in and covered by the Import Licence or the enclosures to the 
Licence, incorporated in the said Import-Export Pass Book, or, as the case may be, the said imported 
goods are specified in and covered by the Release Order, in respect of their value and description (inclu¬ 
ding technical characteristics, if any); 

(c) that the importer at the time of the clearance of the said imported goods products before the AssistanV 
Collector of Customs the said Import-Export Pass Book and, if necessary, also the Release Order, and the 
importer:— 

(i) makes a claim, in writing, to the Collector of Customs for such exemption; and 

(ii) produces evidence to the Assistant Collector of Customs that the Bond with Bank Guarantee or, u 
the case may be, legal agreement has been executed by him as required under the said scheme; and 

(iii) makes a declaration in such form and for such sum as may be specified by the Assistant Collector of 
Customs binding himself to pay on demand in respect of such of the said imported goods as arc uol 
proved to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs to have been used for the aforesiij 
purpose, an amount equal to the duty which would have been levied on such imported goods but 
for the exemption contained herein;

(f) that the said imported goods shall be used for the purpose specified in this notification: 

(g) that the said imported goods or any portion thereof shall not be sold or otherwise transferred to any 
other person or utilised or permitted to be utilised or disposed of for any other purpose without the pre¬ 
vious permission, in writing, of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports; and 

(h) that the said goods shall bo imported only through the Customs port of Kandla or Culcutta or Bombay 
or Cochin or Madras or Vishakhapatnam or only through the Customs airport of Calcutta or Bombay 
or Delhi or Madras or Bangalore or only through the inland container depot of Pragati Maidan at New 
Delhi or Bangalore Cantonment Railway Station at Bangalore and the end products shall be exported 
out of India only through any of the said Customs ports. Customs airports or inland container depots.

(vi) “Release Order” means a Release Order issued by the Licensing Authority under the Import-Export
